W. R. Bayha Was Embezzler, 
Says Petition for Receiver for 
Oriel Glass Co. 


FILED BY 2 STOCKHOLDERS 


Louis T. Maguire, President, 
Named as Defendant by Vice 
President ahd Brother. 


In a suit for a receivership for the 
Oriel Glass Co., filed by two stockhold- 
ers today, the allegation is made that 
William R. Bayha, cashier and manager 
of the company, who killed himself 
March 26 last at his home, 4314 Wash- 


ington boulevard, embezzled $8,000 of} 


the company’s funds. 

Louis T. Maguire of 1812 Longfellow 
boulevard, president of the company, is 
named as chief defendant in the receiv- 
ership suit. The plaintiffs are two em- 
ployes of the company, Jean B. Bouli- 
cault, vice president of the firm, who 
owns 60 shares of stock, and his: brother, 
Leon, who owns 20 shares. 

The glass company’s office is in the 
International Life Building, and its fac- 
tory is at Twenty-second and Papin 
streets. Since 1908, the petitioners al- 
lege, Louis T. Maguire has been il] at 
his home most of the time, and it is al- 
leged that he placed Bayha in charge 
of the business, and that since Bayha’s 
death, Francis Maguire, a son of the 
president, 21 years old, has been in 
charge. 

Maguire Insists on Keeping Place. 

The elder Maguire, the plaintiffs say. 
has insisted on remaining as president, 
at a salary of $220 a month, and that his 
only share in the active work has 
been taken through telephone and 
bedside consultations with Bayha, and 
later with young Maguire. 

The two Boulicaults charge that 
Maguire refused their request that 
Bayha’s accounts with ‘the firm be 
audited, and that he said the accounts 
were all right, After Bayha’s death 
their lawyer, P. W. Moss, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter an audit was 
made which furnished the basis for 
their charge that Bayha took the 
company’s funds.

Last month, the Boulicaults charge, 
Louis Maguire appeared at the office, 
with his wife and two sons, and said he 
had learned of the Boulicaults’ plan to 
file a receivership suit. He threatened 
to discharge them if they should take 
such action, the“ allege, and his son, 
Francis, is alleged to have told Jean 
Boulicault that she respected his gray 
hairs, but did not respect him ‘other- 
wise. 

President Owns Majority of Stock. 

Loulg Maguire owns 101 of the 200 
shares of stock, according to the pe- 
tition. Charles J. Maguire, secretary, 
is included as a defendant in the 
petition, on the ground that he re- 
fused to join the plaintiffs. The -e- 
quest is made that „ouls Maguire be 
displaced as president, and that he 
be compelled to account for Bayha’s 
“embezzlement.” It is nowhere 
charged that Maguire knew of Bay- 
ha’s alleged acts, or that he/is re- 
sponsible for them, except through 
having refused requests for an audit 
o. Bayha’s ‘accounts. 

Maguire, at his home, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he did not care

BROADWAY BANK 
SIN HANDS. OF 
STATE EXAMINER 


Signs Posted as Crowd of 200 
Depositors Wait for Insti- 
tution to Open. 


LIQUIDATION PLANNED 


President Says Assets Are Suf- 
ficient to Pay Depositors 
of $800,000 in Full. 


The Broadway Bank, at Broadway 
and Soulard street, was placed in the 
hands of the State Bank Commissioner 
today and an official statement Was 
given out by F. C. Mitchell, a bank ex- 
aminer, that its affairs would be Haul- 
dated. 

Its connection with the Bankers’ Trust 
Co., according to official statements, 
precipitated the conditions which made 
it necessary to close the bank. The 
Bankers’ Trust Co., now in the hands 
of a receiver, owned a large block of 
stock in the Broadway Bank and bor- 
rowed money from it on notes which 
later were found to be without adequate 
security. 

A statement given out at noon by Ed- 
ward Beisbarth, president of the Broad- 
way Bank, said the bank was placed in 
the hands of the Commissioner when it 
became apparent that a run was immi- 
nent. This decision, he said, was reached 
after the aNtional Bank of Commerce 


had refused to act as clearing agent for, 


the bank any longer. Beisbarth declared 
the bank was solvent and that the de- 
positors would lose nothing. 

Thor was a crowd of depositors around 
the bank when signs telling that it was 
in the hands of the Bank Commissioner 
were posted on the windows at 8:4 a. 
m. today. 

The posting of these signs was signal 
that the bank would not be opened at 9 
A. m., the usual opening hour, but the 
depositors, about 50 of whom were wom- 
en, remained in the vicinity and some of 
them pressed closer to the doofs as the 
opening hour approached. A Police Ser- 
geant and four patrolmen were detailed 
to keep order. 

Many of the women in the crowd car- 
ried their bank books in ther — A 
few were weeping and que ped 


about 200 persons wert around the bank 
building. The crowd steadily Increased 
until at the usual 9 o’clock opening hour 
there were more than 300. By 9:30 the 
number had increased to about 500 and 
policemen were busy trying to keep a 
passageway cleared on the sidewalks ad- 
joining the bank. 

The signs were posted 4 minutes after 
John 8S. Wood of New London, Mo., a 
State Bank Examiner, arrived at the 
place and started to go over the books. 

Later F. C. Mitchell, another bank ex- 
aminer, issued a statement at noon 
that the bank's affairs will be liquidated 
by the Bank Commissioner. 


Statement by Clearing House 
The St. Louis Clearing House —

The Broadway Bank of this city 
failed to open its doors this morning. 
It was a small outlying bank and not a 
member of the Clearing Hcuse. 

“This bank was affiliated with the 
Bankers Trust Co., now in a receiver's 
hand, and the suspension is said to be 
due to loans and securities of speculative 
and development enterprises in which 
the Bankers Trust Co. was interested, 
and promoted, 

“The Broadway Bank has no affilia- 
tion with any financial institution 10 
the city, and the suspension will not af- 
fect general business or financial condi- 
tions.” ö 

The Broadway Bank was one ot the 
banks in which the now defunct Bank- 
ers Trust vo. held stock. As a re- 
sult of this connection the Broadway 
Bank loaned. money to the Bankers’ 
Trust on notes which were found not to 
be amply secured. 

Shortly after Bankers’ Trust Co. went 
in the hands of a receiver bank exam- 
iners went over the books of the Broad- 
way Bank and ordered that all of the 
Bankers’ Trust notes be charged off the 
bunk’s assets, as being insufficiently se. 
cured, At that time thé bank was said 
to have $4,000 in undivided profits. 

The last statement of its condition 
made public by the Broadway Bank 
Sept. 11 last showed resources totally 
$924,570.44, divided as follows: Loans and

Myers has 
been suffering fcom rheumatism and for 
the last few months has been unable to 
leave his bed. 

Mr. and Mrs. W. E. Yesley of 394 
Cleveland avenue, when making calis 
in behalf of a missionary society, met 
Myers and his wife, and wondered 
why. the veteran was not receiving a 
pension. They could not understand 
Myers’ story of the sudden stoppage of 
his pension, and Yesley asked Congress- 
man Igoe to investigate. Dr. C. W. 
Cannon, special examiner for the Bureau 
of Pensions, inquired into the case. 

He found that Myers possessed a clear 
record as a member of Company I. 
Fifty-ninth Ulinois Infantry, and tnat, 
in November, 1900, he had been granted 
a pension of $% a month. The Govern- 
ment record showed that the last check 
was sent to Myers Nov. 4, 1902, and that 
the Government from that time believed 
that Myers was dead. 

Myers told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that, at the time the last pension 
money arrived, he And his wife were 
living at 601 South Second street. 
One night fire was discovered in their 
rooms and they left them In some 
way, Myers said, a report spread in the 
neighborhood that he had perished. The 
fire, he said, destroyed all his pension 
papers. The pension agent who had 
secured the pension for him had died 
and Myers said he did not know what 
to do and did not even write to Wash- 
ington. 

His reinstatement will not provide for 
any back payments but the new pension 
will be $16 a month.

the rule of evidence contended for by 
the British Government, the pre- 
sumption of enemy destination could 
be applied to a greater number of 
American cargoes, and American 
trade would suffer to the extent that 
British trade benefited by the in- 
crease.

SPIKES THROUGH HIS FEET 


Stranger from “Everywhere,” Nails 
One Foot 4% Fleer in San 
Pratcrisce Cathedral. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 8.—While suf- 
fering from religious mania, a stranger, 
who gave “a name later as Thomas D. 
Thornto «= sverywhere,” in St. 
yi 8 0 here yesterday, with 
a piece of gaspipe, drove a four-inch 
spike through each instep and _ nailed 

one of his feet to the floor. 

He uttered no cry of pain and had 
one spike driven and the other through 
his foot when restrained by ushers, who 
answered cries from the congregation. 

His act took place while the “solemn 
elevation of the host of the Roman 
Catholic mass was in progress. ‘The 
congregation was kneeling, and the man 
removed his shoes unnoticed and drove 
in the nails before he could be stopped. 
The spikes were loosened with a ham- 
mer. The man was removed to a hos- 
pital. 

A visitor from San Luis Obispo, who 
was in the congregation, is quoted by 
Father Charles Ramm of St. Mary's 
Cathedral as expressing the belief that 
it was the same man who attempted a 
similar act about a month ago in a San 
Luis Obispo church.

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ROAD BONDS BEGUN 


sociation Opens Headquar- 
ters in Clayton.

The Permanent Road and Bridge As- 
sociation. of St. Louis County opened 


headquarters in Clayton today, .the first 
step in a campaign for ‘a $3,000,000 bond 


4 issue for the construction of permanent 


roads. 
The county is constructing of different 


materials sections of the Clayton, Man- 


chester and North and South roads, to 
determine what material will best with - 
stand the wear and tear of heavy traf- 
fic. 

Since the introduction of the automo- 
bile in such great numbers the county 
roads, in some places, have become al- 
most impassable. The heavy automo- 
biles, running at high speed, grind the 
macadam into powder, which is blown 
away. The roads are full of holes, espe 
clally from the city limits to five or ten 
miles in the county. 

Personal Canvass to Be Made. 

The association expects to ask the St. 
Louis County Court to submit the bond 
issue to the voters early next year. A 
personal canvass of the entire county 
will be made to enlist the support of the 
voters, as a two-thirds vote will be nec- 
essary to pass the bonds. The recon- 
struction of the present rock roads, 
frequent intervals, is a heavy burden 
upon the taxpayers, and the leaders in 
the good roads movement believe it 
would be an economy to vote the bonds 
and construct roads that will last for a 
long time, with little or no repair. 

The records of William Elbring, Coun- 
ty Highway Engineer, show that the 
county, in 1914, expended $373,133.20 for 
road purposes, of which $71,749.21 was 
expended on repairs and $130,000 for new 
roads. In addition to these expendi- 
tures there was an outlay of $4,000 for 
oil. 

One of the experimental strips of road- 
way is being laid on the Clayton road 
trom the city limits which is about 0 
feet west of Forest Park to Pennsylva- 
nia avenue, 3500 west. The construction 
consists of a three-inch layer of bitumin- 
cus macadam, 20 feet wide, on the old 
macadam base. One-half of this sec- 
tion of the road will be finished with 
the tarvia binder, and the other half 
with thd asphaltic binder. It is said 
that roads constructed of this material 
will not need any repairs for the first 
five-year period. 

Another experimental strip of the 
same material is being laid on the 
Manchester road from the North and 
South road west to the Missouri Pa- 
cific tracks, a distance of one-half 
mile. 

Laying Brick in Cement. 

At the intersection of the Clayton 
and North and South roads, a short 
distance south of Clayton, the Hy- 
draulic Pressed Brick Co. is con- 
structing an experimental section of 
road 160 feet, in four directions from 
the intersecting point. This section 
of road is being laid on a new four- 
irch concrete base, The brick will be 
laid in a cement mixture, and the 
crevices ‘will be filled with the same 
material, which, when it hardens, 
will make a perfectly smooth sur- 
face. 

The pressed brick company is laying 
this piece of road at its own expense, 
tut if, after nine months’ use, the road 
is in perfect condition, the county will 
accept it, and pay the company $1.5 for 
each square yard of roadway. 

The company is also laying a section 
of roadway 200 feet long on the Clay- 
ton road, east from the North and 
South road, on the old macadam base. 
The object is to demonstrate that a 
good brick road can be constructed on 


he old base, without the necessity of 


going to the expense of putting in a 


new concrete base. 


Vehicle Tax Also Considered, 
The officials of the asscociation, com- 


prising many ot the leading citizens of

Plans 
for raising money by levying a vehicle 
tax upon all persons who use them have 
also been considered. The county,roads 
are built at the expense of the tax- 
payers of the county, but the greatest 
wear and tear is caused by the automo- 
biles from St. Louis. The St. Louis auto- 
mobile owner,, Who uses the county 
roads, pays no vehicle tax, and con- 
tributes nothing to the construction or 
maintenance cost. It is probable that 
zome plan, in- connection with the good 
roads movement, will be worked out to 
require all persons who use the roads to 
ray some part of their cost.

SELLING ORDERS 
AT Tht CLOSE 


Wall Street Market Is Highly 
Irregular After an Early 
Advance. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“Having discounted a number of dis- 
tasteful things last week—peace in Eu- 
rope, for instance, a cancellation of war 
orders and a cutting down of profits on 
munition contracts—the New York Stock 
Exchange turned about today and die- 
counted a number of things that were co 
its liking. Through the general list 
stocks were bought in sufficient num- 
bers to bring about an advance of a 
point and more; but confident as was 
the buying for a time, it was not sub- 
stantial enough to last through the day. 
Consequently, after a strong upward 
movement in the forenoon and during 
the middle of the day, the list Became 
irregular in the late trading, a number 
of stocks moving off from their high- 
est prices. 

“Contributing to bring about the ad- 
vance was the publication in the morn- 
ing newspapers of the American note 
to Great Britain protesting against 11 
legal hindrance of neutral trade. Be- 
cause it might mean an eventual fur- 
ther enlargement in our export trade, 
through the opening of markets now de- 
nied our goods, this message was regard- 
ed favorably. Also it was well consid- 
ered because it removed a matter that 
had long been a source of financial con- 
cern. 

“Because the influence of this mes- 
sage was not very great, however, and 
because there were no: other outstand- 
ing features in the news, trading in 
stocks was more quiet and ‘orderly than 
in weeks past, the total sales falling be- 
low 1,000,000 shares by a wider margin 
than on any five-hour day since the 
middle of September. 

„Having been established on a lower 
price than before, with speculative ac- 
counts in numerous cases pretty se- 
verely readjusted, what the market dis- 
counted today was the host of favorable 
influences at work in the financial and 
business situation of the country. But 
in discounting *these Influences greater 
regard was taken for the forces oppos- 
ing the market, the experience of last 
week having shown the present need for 
caution. 

„For a time the war industrials gave 
an example of their ability to move 
upward abruptly. They were led by 
Crucible Steel, whose decline last week 
of 18 points followed the publication r 
a Crucible Steel report that was a shock 
to everyone who had placed their con- 
fidence in fabled war orders. This stock 
was notably strong on the advance, 
gaining 7 points, but it failed to retain 
that gain. Speculative traders who had 
sold the stock short from the time when 
it was 5 to 10 points above par could 
well afford to cover their sales today, 
even though their covering did bring 
about so sharp an advance as that 
which occurred. 

Exports Continue Large. 

“Several statements appeared to- 
day that were interesting; most par 
ticularly interesting of these was the 
statement of Great Britain’s foreign 
trade in October. The month’s im- 
ports were the smallest, with the 
single exception of February, of any 

month of the year 1915; they were 
812 500,000 less than those of the pre- 
oe ding month, September, and were 
$20,000,000 below the average imports 
of the summer months. 

“Details of the imports that fell 
off, and the sources of those imports, 
are not given. But it is known that 
exports of war materials from the 
United States increased last month 
to unparallelel figures; the inference 
is natural that nglandg purchase 
abroad of . go has been 
curtailed. It will be recalled how, all 
through the summer, the English peo- 
ple were urged to economize in their 
use of foreign-made merchandise anj 
how firmly it was believed that if 
only this were done the system of 
International payments would be 
more quickly readjusted. The people 
appear to have paid at least some 
heed to the appeals that were made 
last summer, and have given a little 
3 to the sterling situation, even 

f they have come a long way from 
remedying it.
